Oliver Wendell Holmes Dies 


- Two Days Before 94th Year 


Famed Justice Succumbs to Pneumonia After | 


Week’s Illness; Had Been Unconscious 


All Day Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON, March 
Oliver Wendell Holmes died early to- 
day. The death was announced by 
the “Great Dissenter’s’” former secre- 
tary, Mark Howe, who announced it 
occurred at 2:15 a. m., eastern stard- 
ard time. 

Death was

of the famed justice. It ended a pub- 
service which began with years of 
eoldiering in the Civil War’and in- 
chided 20 years spent as an associate 
justice of the supreme court, where 
by almost universal accord he was 
known as the “Great Liberal.”

The illness which caused the death 
of the age-weakened jurist developed 
from a cold contracted after an auto- 
mobile ride February 23.

Graduated from Harvard Univer- 
sity at 20, Holmes donned the uniform 
of a first lieutenant of the 20th 
Massachusetts volunteer infantry. He 
was wounded at the Battle of Balls 
Bluff. A sergeant helped hira to his 
feet and he went back into battle, 
only to be seriously wounded. Later 
Holmes carried on, and was made a 
captain. In 1862 he was shot through 
the neck at Antietam. In a famous 
narrative, “My Hunt After the Cap- 
tain,” his literary father told of the 
agonized search which he made for his 
wounded son. 

After recovering from this wound 
Captain Holmes went back to the war. 
He was wounded a third time at Fred- 
ericksburg, in May, 1863, in the heel. 
He received brevets as major, lieuten- 
ant colonel and was mustered out as 
a colonel, 

The 23-year-old veteran returned to 
Harvard and got a law degree in 1865. 
In Harvard one of his companions 
was William James, the famous pnhi- 
losopher, then 23. 

Married in 1872. 

Holmes married Miss Fanny Dix- 
well, of Cambridge, in 1872, and they 
lived together happily for 57 years, 
until her death in the winter of 1928- 
29. He was admitted to the Massa- 
chusetts bar in 1867, From 1870 to 
1873 he edited the American Law 
Review ; in 1873 he published the 12th 
edition of Kent's Commentaries, a 
standard law hook. In 1881 he pub- 
lished his best-known work, “The 
Common Law.” He became a pro- 
fessor of law in the Harvard Law 
school in 1882, and later was ap- 
pointed to the supreme judicial bench 
of Massachusetts. After 16 years on 
the court, he was made chief jus- 
tice in 1899. 

In 1902 President Roosevelt ap- 
pointed him to be an associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court of the 
United States, and the senate imme- 
diately confirmed the nomination. 
Every member of that senate died be- 
fore Holmes passed on. Holmes, 15 
years older than Justice Brandeis, the 
next oldest justice, was for years the 
most diligent and punctual of the 
nine justices, 

Holmes as a justice was too in- 
dependent even for Roosevelt. The’ 
president became openly hostile after 
Holmes ruled adversely to Roosevelt’s | 


ties case. Justice and Mrs. Holmes, | 
who were often entertained at the 
White House in their early days here, 
were not even on speaking terms with 
Roosevelt later. 

Copious Notes. 

He always took copious notes of 
the cases argued before the court, in 
his own hand. He also wrote out 
by hand all his opinions and his per- 
sonal correspondence. It is the prac- 
tice at the supreme court conferences 
to circulate drafts of proposed opin- 
ions, and Holmes’ marginal comments, 
in his firm handwriting, would em- 
body a striking commentary on Amer- 
ican law if they could have been re- 
tained.

A estrian once saw the vener- 
able Holmes, with a folded umbrella, 
meet the late Justice McKenna, simi- 
larly equipped. Without saying a 
word, Justice. Holmes ed his weap- 
on at the slight McKenna, only to 
have it warded off and a similar blow 
made and parried. After a few thrusts, 
the two justices solemnly pursued 
their opposite ways. 


Sense of Humor. 


On another occasion, listening to a 
real estate case, Chief Justice~ Taft 
asked, “What do these people mean, 
talking about realtors instead of real 
estate dealers?” te which Holmes sol- 
emnly rejoined, “Realtors get higher 
fees.” On another occasion, when a 
lawyer referred to imported cigarets, 
stating that “none but dudes and fools 
smoke them,” Holmes rejoined mildly: 
“Fy sometimes smoke them, and I am 
not a dude.” 

His friends ascribed his long life 
to his sturdy constitution and .regular 
habits. He rose daily at 8, worked 
in book-jammed library of his com- 
fortable I street home for two hours, 
proceeded to the capital by automo- 
bile and ate a luncheon there which 
was prepared for him at home. 

Justice Oliver Dembitz Brandeis 
was his most intimate friend and the 
two frequently took long automobile 
rides together. Both Harvard men, 
Brandeis and Holmes each year of- 
fered to the two highest students of 
the graduating class of the Harvard 
Law school, positions as secretary. 
Holmes required each of these young 
men not to get married during his 
year of service. He argued with his 
secretaries as if both were law under- 
graduates, and the resultant training 
has been of incalculable value to many 
young lawyers. 

Holmes belonged to no clubs. He 
was a member of the Massachusetts | 
Historical Society and was a corre-' 
sponding fellow of the British Acad-| 
emy. In addition to “The Common | 
Law” his only books are volumes of | 
speeches, published in 1891 and 1920. | 
and “Collected Legal Papers.” pub- 
lished in 1920. A volume of his opin- | 
ions has been collected and published.

Records of Pioneer Vaccinations 


Shown County Health Heads Here 


Ancient records of the first Variola 
vaccine, “small pox,” ever to be given 
in the southeastern part of the United 
States were shown Tuesday to mem- 
bers of the County Health Officers 
convention by Dr. Victor H. Bassett, 
health officer of Savannah, and li- 
brarian of the Georgia Medical So- 
ciety. The meeting is being held at 
the Piedmont hotel. 

Dr. Bassett explained that the first 
emall pox vaccination was given in 
England by Dr. Edward Jenner in 
1796 and that in 1798 he published a 
report on more than 2.500 cases in 
which the prevention of the dread dis- 
ease seemed assured.

PROMISES WASHINGTON; March 5.—There is some talk about 
taking up a New Deal collection to buy a political 
medal for Donald Richberg. The co-ordinator’s promise of no in- 
flation wthin six years was considered that good. In fact, there 
has been nothing like it since Huey Long offered to withdraw from 
the next presidential race if the Néw Deal would share the wealth. 
In the first place, none of President Roosévelt’s monetary ad- 
visers (of whom Mr. Richberg is not one) can see more than six 
months ahead right now. ‘At least none is stranining his eyes to 
see six years. 
In the second, the word inflation is obsolete. Jt has become 
like the word love. It describes so much that it describes nothing. 
These factors create an idéal fog for the widest possible po- 


litical prophecy, without hazards. 
Yet down underneath the haze of 


MORTGAGE FACTORIES 
loose talk, you may now begin to 


see the bare outlines of the’ inflationary ceiling which the New 
Dealers seem to have in mind. 

Ouiétly they have gone about the business of building various 
little factories for producing credit. One example is in the new 
bank bill. It is the mortgage discount phase. It means simply this: 

Whenever you get a mortgage on your house at the bank, that 
bank may pass the mortgage on through the federal reserve sys- 
tem, where currency may be issued against it. You might call it 
a currency backed by mortgages, instead of by gold, silver or what 
not. Your house stands for it. 


PLANS This little device supplements another depression ar- 
rangement whereby government bonds may be handled 
in the same way. That is, currency may bé issued against them. 
Theoretically, this sounds like big stuff. Actually, it is not. 
The secret of its operating scope is that of all factories. It can 
produce only as much as it can sell. So far, it has not sold very 
much credit, because there is no booming -demand for it. There 
will be no demand until business starts rebuilding. Until then, 
the interest cost of discounting bonds and mortgages will make 
such credit expansion unprofitable and useless. 
So the only thing it will do is to prepare the way to meet credit 
demand six months, a year or two from now, when and if the 
country need it. 


DOUBLE ACTION But there is more behind it than that. In 

this present credit hiatus, these little de- 
vices permit the government to borrow all the money it wants. 
The government is one buyer who is demanding more and more 
credit. The banks have no place else to put their money and no 
excuse for declining to take government bonds. 

In view of this, the inflationary possibilities of the mounting 
public debt become more and more remote. As long as the de- 
vices work, the government will not need a printing press. Silver 
does not rate more than a dime’s worth in this big affair. Currency 
itself is only the loose change of business. Credit is the big thing, 
the way the New Dealers are handling the situation. 

This is the truth, the whole truth, etc., as the best authorities 


here swear it and see it.

So a more accurate way of Saying it is that every tax- 
payer is now obligated for about $2,150. ‘In 1931, each taxpayer 
would have owed through the government about $1,310, while, at 
the peak of the war debt, the amount would have been $2,400. 

A fair way to look at the debt is to compare it with the total 
wealth of the country, because wealth is the source of taxes even 
if Huey Long redistributes. Economists now put the total wealth 
at $300,000,000,000. The debt is less than 10 per cent of that. 
At the close of the Civil War, it was exactly the same.

ness affairs of Mr. James Farley 
which has been demanded by Senator 
Huey Long. The investigation is ex- 
pected to develop some moments of 


high gaiety, particularly when Senator 
Long gets onto the topic of the 
souvenir postage stamps which Mr. 
Farley presented to President Roose- 
velt, Uncle Louie Howe, Harold lL. 
Ickes and himself, with the best re- 
gards of an old pal. 

It is not essential to the artistic 
success of the investigation that Sen- 
ator Long turn up anything on Mr. 
Fariey to support his interesting an- 
nouncemeht delivered on the floor of 
the senate that he was prepared to 
prove that Mr. Farley was a crook. 
Aside from the matter of his honesty, 
Mr. Farley seems much too smart to 
have slipped himself any aces in the 
course of the New Deal. He would 
surely remember the sad fate of his 
old pal, Jimmy Walker, in New York, 
and put up an extraordinary resist- 
ance. . 

But Senator Long is one who does 
not bother with evidence or facts when 
he is conducting an inquiry. The pur- 
pose of the investigation will be to 
put Mr. Farley in the grease and 
splash hot grease on Mr. Roosevelt 
and Senator Long has his own meth- 
ods. If he could get a select commit- 
tee of his own to run the investigation

Felt in AAA, Says Jackson 


Disposed Senior Assistant 

to Consumers’ League 
Tells Inside Story of

WASHINGTON, March 5.—The in- 
security of their political positions 
felt by leading members of the New 


their extreme sensitivity to news leaks 
and to the views of persons with 
whom their subordinates associate, 
even out of office hours. 

These officials exhibit anger when 
newspaper stories appear without of- 
ficial sponsorship and ghey have late- 
ly been known to show concern about 
the places their assistants visit and 
the telephone conversations they hold. 
An atmosphere of suspicion and es- 
pionage similar to that in war times 
has been created. 

Take the case of Victor A. Christ- 
gau, farmer and former republican 
congressman from Minnesota, recently 
deposed as assistant administrator of 
the agricultural adjustment adminis- 
tration. _ My Christgau, a courageous 
progressive, who was forced to resign 
by Administrator Chester C. Davis, 
was charged by the latter with lack of 
frankness because he had not told Mr. 
Davis of various telephone conversa- 


AAA office. The purpose of the gath- 
ering was stated and the names of 
some of those who would be present 
were mentioned. The fact that Mr. 
Christgau attended this discussion was 
cited by Administrator Davia as one 
of the reasons why Mr. Christgau 
would not be allowed to handle the 
agricultural labor problem, after all.

Notes Compared. 

Up until a few months ago, the 
AAA was relatively free from such a 
condition. Some of us working there 
compared notes with fellow workers 
in national recovery administration 
and public works administration, for 
example, and, finding that the mail 
addressed to them at their offices, even 
their personal mail, was often opened 
before it reached their desks, we boast- 
ed that we were working in a depart- 
ment which still honored the bill of 
rights for its employes at least.

Tall tales 
are told by PWA workers about the 
scrutiny to which they and their ac- 
tions are subjected by Glavis and his 
staff, in pursuit of Mr. Ickes’ laudable 
aim. But such a purpose can scarce- 
ly be advanced in other emergency 
agencies, and there has been consid- 
erable restiveness among young New 
Dealers on account of intrusion upon 
their privacy.

sources. Donald Richherg’s famous 
advance threat of libel prosecution, 
he made to General Johnson 
hefore publication of the latter’s book, 
is truly symptomatic.

Naturally if the items appearing 
are laudatory of the officials and 
their activities, gratification is ex- 
pressed. In truth, judging by the build- 
up of Administrator Davis and his 
assistants, Howard R. Tolley and 
Jesse W. Tapp, as “strong, practical 
men” in contrast to “visionaries” such 
as Jerome Frank and others, and the 
accurate prophecies of events in the 
AAA which have appeared in certain 


news letters circulated among busi- 


nessmen over the past several months, 
some New Dealers wonder whether the 
high officials are carrying on a news 
disseminating enterprise of their own. 

The growth of espionage activities 
within the last year is particularly 


disturbing to those young New Deal- 
‘ers who have given some thought and 


study to the development of the fascist 
governments in Italy and Germany. 
They are wary of what they say over 
the telephone in their offices, lest 
their wires be tapped by agents of of- 
ficials above them or by recording 
machines. The young idealists reflect 
that similar things happened in Italy 
and Germany. So they warn their 
friends to keep any private thoughts. 
opinions or plans to themselves until 
after office hours and for other places.

Administration Plan 


Would Eliminate 80 Pct. 
of Existing Statutes. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—A plan 
put forward from administration 
quarters for dropping a sizeable num- 
ber of NRA's 600 codes—perhaps as_ 
many as 80 per cent of them—was) 
reported today in two informed con- 
gressional quarters. 

Chairman’ Harrison, of the senate 
finance committee, in arranging to 
open an inquiry into the NRA _ on 
Tuesday, told his committee in execu- 
tive session that the investigation 
would be simplified by the intention 
of officials to drop many of the small- 
er codes, Thus, he said, it would not 


be necessary to inquire into their ad- 
ministration. 

In another quarter it was asserted 
that administration plans for extend- 
ing NRA _ contemplate abandoning 
about 80 per cent of the existing 
codes, including virtually all those not | 
primarily concerned with interstate | 
commerce. 

This was interpreted in_ senate. 
quarters as meaning many of the re- 
tail codes and codes dealing with the 
service industries. Thus, mainly the 
codes for the big basic industries 
wonld be retained, it was said. 

At Blue Eagle headquarters there, 
was no immediate confirmation of the. 
capitol reports that many codes would | 
be dropped, particularly that 80 per, 
cent would be abandoned. 

In other administration quarters, | 
however, it was said that a substantial | 
simplification of NRA was planned.) 
It was indicated in this same official | 
source that many industries could be} 
eliminated from the codes, and that | 
many provisions of existing codes) 
would be dropped.
